Finance Minister Joe Ceci said Wed¬ 
nesday that Alberta will run defi¬ 
cits one year longer than the NDP 
promised in the spring election. 

The NDP election platform 
envisioned Alberta in the red 
until the 2018-19 fiscal year, but 
Ceci said he and the Notley gov¬ 
ernment must now break their 
promise, on the cusp of their first 


budget next Tuesday. 

“We’re aiming to be back in 
black in 2019 to 2020, a year later 
than we outlined in our platform 
this spring,” Ceci said. “What I am 
saying today is it’s going to take a 
little longer.” 

Ceci said the slumping value of 
crude is simply hitting government 
revenues too hard. “Oil closed at 
just over $63 a barrel on election 
day and has been on a global side 
since then,” he said. 

Oil prices currently sit at $45.25 
a barrel and have been generally 
trending downward with a few 
rallies. 

Ceci said the government didn’t 
want to slash services or infra¬ 
structure projects to balance its 
book sooner. “Our economy can¬ 
not withstand any of these actions 
right now,” he said.

Cyclotron troubles 
persist in Calgary

An Alberta Health Services 
cyclotron is broken for the 
second time in three weeks, 
potentially leaving Alberta pa¬ 
tients in limbo and officials buy¬ 
ing extra radioactive material 
from neighbouring provinces. 

The cyclotron located at the 
Cross Cancer Institute produces 
medical isotopes needed for 
PET and CT scans for cancer, 
epilepsy, dementia and heart 
disease, said Mauro Chies, chief 
program officer for clinical sup¬ 
port services at Alberta Health 
Services. 

But despite the breakage hit¬ 
ting on the tail end of an earlier 
shut-down — in late September 
— Chies said doctors are pri¬ 
oritizing cases requiring scans 
to best manage the challenge. 

The University Hospital and 
the Cross Cancer Institute in 
Edmonton, as well as Foothills 
Medical Centre in Calgaiy, all 
use medical isotopes created

AHS is conducting a feas¬ 
ibility study to determine 
if a second cyclotron 
should be built in Calgary, 
with the possibility of fold¬ 
ing it into the new cancer 
centre in that city. 


by the AHS cyclotron. 

The AHS cyclotron’s first 
breakdown hit on Sept. 28 and 
affected 180 patients. 

AHS hadn’t caught up on 
those scans before the cyclo¬ 
tron’s second breakdown, on 
Oct. 14. 

The latest shutdown will 
last six to 10 days, AHS offi¬ 
cials said. 

“There are 40 patients in 
Calgaiy and 29 in Edmonton 
that have been affected,” said 
Chies. “(We are) acquiring as 
much (FDG) product as we can 
from other provinces.” 

Edmonton PET’s cyclotron 
is 13 years old and has an ex¬ 
pected lifespan of 20 years.

An Edmonton woman who over¬ 
came a lifetime of stuttering is 
leaving $100,000 in her will for 
the organization that helped her 
speak comfortably again. 

Jackie Schoenberger, 44, start¬ 
ed stuttering when she was five 


years old. But it wasn’t until she 
began a career in public relations 
that her speech disorder started 
affecting her confidence. 

“Talking on the telephone and 
even saying my name was veiy 
difficult sometimes,” Schoenber¬ 
ger said. “It’s really difficult to 
fimction in a world that’s based 
on communication and the abil¬ 
ity to talk. 

“It really held me back from 
who I wanted to be in life.” 

Schoenberger began speech 
therapy at the University of Al¬ 
berta’s Institute for Stuttering 
Treatment and Research (ISTAR) 
in 1996. At first, speech exercises 
felt like “talking through molas¬ 
ses,” she said. 


But six months later, she was 
speaking over the phone — and 
for the first time ever, she felt 
comfortable doing it. 

“I basically learned how to talk 
again,” she said. 

Schoenberger’s son, Pearse, 
also started stuttering when he 
was five years old. But today, the 
14-year-old speaks with ease and 
eloquence after benefitting from 
the ISTAR program himself. 

There is no known cure for 


stuttering, but proper treatment 
can help sufferers live a normal 
life, ISTAR acting executive direc¬ 
tor Holly Lomhein said. 

Schoenberger’s donation will 
allow the institute to help more 
clients and further their research 
into stuttering, she added. 

“It’s so wonderful to have some 
donations we can actually use to¬ 
wards giving people hope,” Lom¬ 
hein said. “It has such widespread 
benefit.” 
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What better way to honour them 
than to donate money and have 
that cause continue to grow?

Electronic meters enable 
smartphone, credit card use

Edmonton’s coin-operated park¬ 
ing meters have a date with 
history as the city now starts 
rolling out their electronic re¬ 
placements. 

The city officially launched 
its E-Parlc system Wednesday, 
beginning with 16 electronic 
parking meters, 400 of which 
will eventually replace all 3,300 
coin-operated meters in Edmon¬ 
ton by the end of the year. 

The new metres allow flex-

ible payment methods such as 
smartphones and credit cards. 

About a year ago, the city 
wrapped up a trial with the 
new meters, which were on 
loan from Calgary’s parking 
authority. 

Mike Derbyshire of the Cal¬ 
gary parking authority said the 
system will “fundamentally 
change the way people experi¬ 
ence parking in Edmonton.” 

Transportation Manager Dor¬ 
ian Wandzura said that change 
would manifest in superior park¬ 
ing management bolstered with 
data the digital machines offer. 

“For example, the city will 
have the capability to set vari¬ 
able rates to factor in peak de¬ 
mand times, as well as off-peak 
discounts,” he said, adding it 
would mean more spots are 
available where people expect 
them. 

Another component of Cal¬ 
gary’s system Edmonton is 
adopting to improve parking 
is 2016 is photo enforcement. 

Derbyshire said combined 
with variable rates it allows 
for enforcement to be effect¬ 
ive where it is required most 
using car-mounted cameras that 
communicate with the pay ma-

chines. 

“In high use areas like down¬ 
town, for example, we can en¬ 
sure consistent enforcement and 
turnover of parking stalls that 
are most in demand,” he said. 
“This means parking is available 
for customers in those areas, and 
businesses benefit because there 
is a steady flow of customers.” 

Downtown Business Associa¬ 
tion Director Jim Taylor agreed 
it would be better “on so many 
levels.” 

“The convenience for people 
who come downtown... This 
makes a difference for them,” 
he said. “It’s good news all over.” 

Derbyshire said a 2013 survey 
showed 88 per cent of customers 
in Calgaiy were satisfied with 
the system, an endorsement he 
thinks “confirms we’re on the 
right track.”

Man says he 
was distracted 
while being 
told of divorce 

Richard Suter was parking his 
SUV in front of a restaurant two 
years ago when his wife told him 
she wanted a divorce. 

The 65-year-old testified Wed¬ 
nesday that he was surprised by 
the news and focused on his wife 
instead of his vehicle. When she 
screamed that their SUV was 
rolling forward, into the patio 
at Ric’s Grill in Edmonton, he 
panicked. 

He hit the gas instead of the 
brake. 

The SUV jumped over a curb 
and crashed through a glass par¬ 
tition and onto the patio. Two- 
year-old Geo Mounsef was pinned 
against a wall. His parents were 
also injured, but his five-month- 
old brother who was strapped in 
a car seat was unharmed. 

Suter told court that he 


mourns the loss of the little boy 
and asked the child’s family to 
forgive him. 

“I have done a great harm to 
your family and I will always 
be terribly sony for what I did.” 

The retired businessman said 
he was not drunk behind the 
wheel. 

“I made a terrible driving er¬ 
ror that had a tragic outcome.” 

Police originally charged Sut¬ 
er with impaired driving caus¬ 
ing death, as witnesses said he 
smelled of alcohol and was stum¬ 
bling and slurring his words after 
the crash on May 19, 2013. But 
court also heard other witnesses 
who believed he was sober. 

Suter pleaded guilty to refus¬ 
ing to provide a breath sample 
when there is a death, a charge 
that carries a maximum penalty 
of life in prison. 

A week-long sentencing hear¬ 
ing has heard evidence about his 
drinking that day. He admitted to 
having two cocktails and a pint 
of beer over 4 1/2 hours before 
the crash. 

Suter also said he has had mo¬ 
bility problems since his car was 


hit by a drunk driver nearly 40 
years ago. His left leg is shorter 
than his right. He also has arth¬ 
ritis and eye problems. 

Suter told court that he was 
in shock after his vehicle plowed 
into the patio and, after bystand¬ 
ers yelled at him and banged on 
his hood, he slowly reversed. 

He next opened his door to 
offer help, but was dragged out¬ 
side, slapped, kicked and hit in 
the back of the head, he said. 

When police arrived, Suter 
was lying in the parking lot in a 
fetal position. His legs were wob¬ 
bly, he said, and he asked officers 
to help him stand. They looked 
at him like he was a “monster.” 

Life since the crash has been 
difficult, Suter said. There has 
been public scrutiny and a social 
media campaign against him. 

In January, he said, he was 
kidnapped from his home by 
three men posing as police offi¬ 
cers. He said they put a hood over 
his head, drove him to the city 
outskirts, beat him and cut off 
his thumb. Police have charged 
a man in the case, but he has yet 
to go to trial, the Canadian press

Edmonton man charged with 
string of armed robberies 


An 18-year-old man is facing 
16 charges after a two-month 
investigation into three armed 
robberies at big box Edmonton 
stores. 

Edmonton Police Service rob¬ 
bery detectives began investi¬ 
gating on Aug. 26 when a man 
entered a big box store near 185 
Street and Stony Plain Road be¬ 
fore it was open for business. 

He allegedly produced a fire¬ 
arm and forced two employees 
into the store’s money room, 
where another employee was 


working. The man then showed 
a robbery note asking the em¬ 
ployees to empty the safe, and 
fled with an undisclosed amount 
of cash. 

Police say the same man en¬ 
tered a groceiy store on Guard¬ 
ian Road in west Edmonton on 
Sept. 14. He produced a robbery 
note and forced a woman to 
phone the manager, who had 
left for the day. The manager 
returned and the suspect forced 
both employees into the money 
room and demanded at gun¬ 


point that the manager empty 
the safe. 

The suspect then left with 
an undisclosed amount of cash. 

The same man, this time with 
a male accomplice, entered a 
big box store on Watt Common 
Way in south Edmonton and ap¬ 
proached the store’s manager, 
handing the manager a robbery 
note at gunpoint. The manager 
was then pepper sprayed after 
refusing to empty the safe. 

Both suspects fled the scene.

Ives on, Nenshi 
see cities key 
to solving 
challenges

They head two of Canada’s 
youngest and fastest-growing 
cities and, between teasing each 
other and taking jibes at the out¬ 
going federal government, Mayor 
Don Iveson and Calgaiy’s Naheed 
Nenshi agreed Wednesday night 
cities are where big problems 
will be solved. 

Speaking at the 10th annual 
Hurtig Lecture on Canada’s fu¬ 
ture at the U of A, Iveson and 
Nenshi reflected on international 
and nation-building challenges 
and said as more than 80 per cent 
of Canadians living in cities, all 
will be tackled by municipalities 
and their governments. 

“Cities are the closest order 
of movement to the people,” 
Nenshi said. “That’s really cliche 
but it’s actually true. I often joke 
that if the federal government 
disappeared... it’d probably be a 
week or two before we noticed.” 

Iveson mirrored Nenshi’s 
thinking, saying cities are where 
trust between governments and 
citizens are strongest — but cur¬ 
rent rules see cities subservient 
to other governments. 

“Let us lead for a while and 
you’ll see what we can do,” he 
said, to a hearty applause. 

The two disagreed on de¬ 
tails rather than substance: For 
Nenshi, the biggest challenge 
facing cities is public transit; 
for Iveson, however, it’s pub¬ 
lic housing and the amount of

money they can raise under cur¬ 
rent rules. 

But Iveson added a layer to 
his argument, noting that af¬ 
fordable housing is essentially 
Canada’s last piece of nation 
building, thanks to the legacy 
of residential schools and Ed¬ 
monton’s indigenous peoples. 
“If you care about reconciliation, 
you care about affordable hous¬ 
ing,” he said. 

Taking turns delivering mono¬ 
logues before answering audi¬ 


ence questions, the night fea¬ 
tured several crowd-pleasing 
comments aimed at the recent 
federal election campaign and 
Stephen Harper.Both Iveson 
and Nenshi joked about how 
politicians “only” make deci¬ 
sions using data and evidence, 
with Nenshi coughing and in¬ 
jecting “long-form census — I’m 
so happy we’re getting back the 
long-form census.” 

“Data man,” Iveson added, 
and the crowd clapped.

City may help save old brewery

Councillors are considering 
investing $4.2 million of city 
money into the former Molson 
Brewery in a bid to save the 
historic property. 

Councillors approved tak¬ 
ing steps toward designating 
the brewery as a historic re¬ 
source Tuesday, as well as con¬ 
sidering a $4.2-million grant 
to owners First Capital Real¬ 
ity and Sun Life Financial to 
repair the buildings. The total 
cost for the restoration work 


is expected to be $8.4 million, 
with the developers paying the 
other half of the cost. 

“Those are partner funds 
with the developers and land- 
owners who will also make 
an investment,” said Mayor 
Don Iveson. 

The mayor said the brewery 
site is one of several projects 
the city may have to invest in 
to save in the future. 

“It’s a big bill and we are go¬ 
ing to see those bills continue 
to increase, because construc¬ 
tion costs have risen over time 
and there are some significant 
historical properties.” 

Iveson said while the bill 


is substantial, he believes the 
property is worth protecting. 

“I’m sure it’s one of those 
things we’ll look back and see 
that this was a great thing to 
do,” he said. 

The brewery was built in 
1913 and initially home to the 
Edmonton Brewing and Malt¬ 
ing Company. 

The company sold the prop¬ 
erty, to Molson, in 1958. 

According to a report from 
the city, the building has a 
number of character elements 
that make it worth saving, in¬ 
cluding red-brick construction, 
unique arches and carved stone 
signage.

Councillor unsure two buildings can be saved

City councillors have delayed 
any decision on the future of 
two historic buildings, but one 
city councillor is stating to ques¬ 
tion whether the buildings can 
be saved. 

Councillors looked a report on 
the Mitchell and Reed Auction 
House and the Graphic Arts Build¬ 
ing on Tuesday, but postponed 


any possible decision until the 
next council meeting. 

The city purchased both build¬ 
ings earlier this year and initially 
planned to demolish them to 
make way for a construction lay- 
down yard for the Valley Line LRT. 

The city has found a new con¬ 
struction yard, delaying the date 
with the wrecking ball, but a city 
report found both buildings need 
lots of preservation work and re¬ 
pairing them could cost as much 
as $7 million. 

Coun. Biyan Anderson said, es¬ 


pecially with the auction house, 
he thinks the buildings may just 
be too far gone. 

“I think it’s simply a bad build¬ 
ing and we should get on with 
it,” he said. 

Among the options councillors 
were considering was investigat¬ 
ing whether the buildings could 
be incorporated into future de¬ 
velopments, but Anderson said he 
worries about constantly needing 
more funds. 

“I am just concerned we’re 
going to end up spending more 


money over two or three phases 
of this investigation and the end 
result is there is going to be noth¬ 
ing here worth saving.” 

Anderson said he understands 
there is significant water damage 
throughout the auction house. 
He said he also needs more than 
just the year they were built to be 
convinced of the heritage value. 

“There has to be some extenu¬ 
ating positive circumstance to 
preserve something as a herit¬ 
age building other than the fact 
that it’s old.”

Canadians and Albertans stormed 
the polls to vote in the 42nd fed¬ 
eral election — but the results, 
and experts, say how they voted 
was vastly different. 

Preliminary re¬ 
sults show 69 per 
cent of people eli¬ 
gible to vote in Al¬ 
berta did so Monday, 
similar to 68.5 per 
cent nationally, the 
highest voter turn¬ 
out in decades. 

Albertan politic¬ 
al scientist Jerome 
Melan^on said the 
turn out to vote in 
the three-way race 
can be attributed to 
a sense “that their 
vote matters” and 
that anyone could 
win. 

He explained that 


nationally, that made people vote 
strategically for Liberal candidates 
to oust Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper. 

The Liberals landed 39.5 per 
cent of the popular vote in 
Canada, but only 24.6 per cent 
in Alberta. Melan^on speculates 
the urge to vote strategically was 
overridden in Alberta because 
many residents “see themselves 
as better represented by the Con¬ 
servatives.” 

An exit poll from Calgary 
research group Insights West 
showed three in five Alberta vot¬ 
ers supported the Conservatives, 
and only 27 per cent said they 
voted strategically. 

Of 605 voters sur¬ 
veyed, 87 per cent 
said party platforms 
influenced their vote 
more than anything 
else. 

Insights West Vice 
President Mario Can¬ 
seco said this elec¬ 
tion was “a question 
of voting because of 
values and not of¬ 
fering an endorse¬ 
ment of the last four 
years,” he said. 

“It was no long¬ 
er the notion of the 
leader being the pri¬ 
mary reason for sup¬ 
porting a party.”

Bott family speaks, 
finds solace in faith

Call daughters 
who died in 
farm accident 
awesome girls 

The parents of three Alberta 
girls who suffocated in a truck- 
load of canola say they’re over¬ 
whelmed by the support they 
have received from all over 
the world 

Roger and Bonita Bott say 
they’re still in shock over the 
deaths of their daughters, but 
are leaning on their faith to 
get them through. 

“As far as missing them and 
not being able to ever see our 
kids again, that part is OK, be¬ 
cause we are going to see them 
again,” the girl’s father told 
reporters Wednesday. 

“We don’t believe that God 
did this, but we’re believing 
that he has taken this and he 
is making something incred¬ 
ible come out of it.” 

Catie, who turned 13 last 
month, and 11-year-old twins 


Dara and Jana, died last week 
after being buried in a truck 
loaded with canola on the 
family’s farm near Withrow. 

Authorities say the girls 
were playing on the truck, 
but haven’t said how they be¬ 
lieve the girls became trapped. 
Adults were able to pull them 
free, but they couldn’t be 
saved. Two of the girls died at 
the scene, while a third died 
the next day in hospital. 

The Botts said their daugh¬ 
ters were “awesome” girls who 
liked to be involved in their 
church and who enjoyed farm 
activities. 

The three were a big help 
around the farm, doing yard- 
work and preparing and pack-

ing meals — fried chicken, 
chili and spuds — for harvest. 

The Botts said each of their 
daughters was quite different, 
but wonderful in her own way. 

Catie, as the oldest child, 
was a role model to her sisters 
and younger brother Caleb. 
She always had her nose in a 
book, even when she was on 
horseback. 

Jana was quieter and didn’t 
like conflict. She loved to play 
the piano and make crafts. 

Dara was a tomboy with a 
strong personality. 

“If there was a job to be 
done, Dara would be my girl,” 
her mother recalled, her voice 
breaking. 

Her father noted that Dara 
always did things her own way. 
She was the second twin to be 
born — so late she had a differ¬ 
ent birth date from her sister. 

“True to the end, she 
couldn’t even pass away with 
the rest of her sisters. She had 
to wait until the next day.” 

A funeral for the girls is to 
be held in Red Deer, Alta., on 
Friday.

Strangers to each other 
became bound by the un¬ 
imaginable tragedy on Oct. 
22, 2014, when a gunman 
went on a deadly rampage in 
Canada's quiet capital. 

As the country marks the 
one-year anniversary of the 
fatal shooting of Cpi. Nathan 
Cirillo, Martin Magnan has 
been thinking about that 
awful day. 

Magnan didn't have first 
aid training, but he didn't 
back down from helping 
those who did. 

Cpi. Kyle Button instructed 
Magnan, a communications 
adviser for DND at the time, 
to lift Cirillo's legs to keep 
the blood flowing into the 
soldier's torso. 

Magnan and five others 
who came to Cirillo's side 
that day were awarded the 
St. John Ambulance Service's 
highest honour, the gold Life 
Saving Medal, in June. 

"It's part of me, it's part of 
my history. And it's made me 
a better person, I hope. I've 
had my ups and downs," he

result suggests 
Canada is not 
more insular

When the House of Commons 
reconvened the day after last 
year’s attack on Parliament Hill 
and the National War Memor¬ 
ial by a lone gunman, there 
was a new level of collegiality 


among MPs. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper advised his colleagues 
to take care of their health. 
He and his opponents, NDP 
Leader Tom Mulcair and Lib¬ 
eral Leader Justin Trudeau, all 
exchanged hugs. 

But there were also early 
hints the shootings — which 
happened one year ago Thurs¬ 
day — would change things. 

“In recent weeks, I have 
been saying that our laws 
and police powers need to be 
strengthened in the area of 
surveillance, detention, and 
arrest,” Harper told MPs. “I 
assure members that work, 


which is already underway, 
will be expedited.” 

Mulcair mentioned the 
weekly yoga session on the 
lawn of Parliament Hill as a 
symbol of the country’s open¬ 
ness and freedom. 

“We cannot allow that open¬ 
ness and freedom to be rolled 
back,” Mulcair said. Trudeau 
made similar remarks. 


Yoga didn’t go away. But se¬ 
curity at Parliament Hill has 
been beefed up, and respon¬ 
sibility has been transferred 
to the RCMP. 

The Conservatives passed 
Bill C-51, their controversial 
anti-terror legislation that gave 
the country’s security agencies 
more power to share informa¬ 
tion and disrupt potential ter¬ 


ror plots, among other things. 
The Liberals supported it, but 
Trudeau said his party would 
amend it. 

The election campaign saw 
issues such as the Govern¬ 
ment’s wish to strip convicted 
terrorists of their Canadian 
citizenship. But the result has 
perhaps shown that Canada 
has not become a more fearful 
and insular society since the 
shooting, with voters turning 
away from a Conservative party 
that campaigned on security 
in favour of a Liberal party 
that preached “sunny ways,” 
as Trudeau said in his victoiy 
speech on Monday. 




Electoral reforms in works 


Big electoral changes loom for 
Canada. Prime-minister-desig¬ 
nate Justin Trudeau has prom¬ 
ised Monday’s election would 
be the final one conducted using 
the traditional first-past-the-post 
system. 

“We have much work to do, 
to consult, to be engaged with 
Canadians, to study the issue 
so that upcoming elections are 
indeed done in a different way,” 
Trudeau said in French on Tues¬ 
day in Ottawa. 

Trudeau made his comments 
even though his Liberals won 
184 seats in the 338-member 


Commons — or 54.4 per cent 
— with just 39.5 per cent of the 
popular vote. 

“Over 9 million Canadians 
didn’t get to vote in a representa¬ 
tive in this election,” said Kelly 
Carmichael, executive director of 
Fair Vote Canada, which would 
like to see proportional represen¬ 
tation. If a form of that voting sys¬ 
tem were in place, Trudeau’s Lib¬ 
erals might have won 134 seats 
in the Commons, a minority. 

Trudeau has promised that 
an all-party committee will be 
struck to consider reforms.

Tories get ready to 
choose new leader 


The Conservatives have taken 
their first steps toward a leader¬ 
ship race with the creation of a 
committee that will set the rules 
of the upcoming contest. 

That committee will be able 
to work on its own and won’t 
have to report to any comer of 
the party, including the national 
council, until they’ve set the mles 
of the leadership race to replace 
Stephen Harper. 

Three senior party executives 
were named to the committee 
Tuesday and will be joined by 


Tories from within and beyond 
the national council, taking into 
account regional representation, 
gender and minorities. Commit¬ 
tee members will have to pledge 
that they won’t support any one 
candidate in the race. 

In the meantime, the 
party’s constitution says that 
the parliamentary caucus, 
which includes the House of 
Commons and Senate, will 
decide who should be the party’s 
interim leader until a replace¬

Biologist John Durban says 
he was blown away when he 
saw the rich detail in an aerial 
photograph showing the ten¬ 
der moment of an orca mother 
nursing her calf off the British 
Columbia coast. 

The stunning photo is just 
one of thousands of images re¬ 
cently taken by a drone operat¬ 
ed by a joint team of research¬ 
ers at the Vancouver Aquarium 
and the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
in the U.S. 

“It’s an incredible photo¬ 
graph,” NOAA biologist Dur¬ 
ban told reporters at a news 
conference Wednesday to dis¬ 
cuss the study’s findings. “It’s 
just a view we don’t get when 
you’re in the boat and you’re 


not close to the whale.” 

The project marks the first 
time scientists have used a 
drone mounted with a cam¬ 
era to take photos of two orca 
populations, the southern resi¬ 
dents and northern residents, 
to assess the animals’ body 
condition and determine which 
ones are healthy, malnourished 


or even pregnant. 

Scientists have been keep¬ 
ing a keen eye on the south¬ 
ern resident orcas, which are 
listed as endangered under 
Canada’s Species at Risk Act. 
Southern residents prefer to 
eat Chinook salmon, as well 
as some other types of fish, 
but a reduction in the avail¬ 


ability of prey has threatened 
the animals’ recovery. 

After two record Chinook 
runs, however, aerial images of 
the orcas taken over the sum¬ 
mer reveal promising news. 
The scientists found the south¬ 
ern resident orcas are not only 
robust but several appear to 
be pregnant.

SPACE 

Astronomers find 
real-life Death Star 


A white dwarf star in the Con¬ 
stellation Virgo turns out to be a 
Death Star worthy of Star Wars. 

Astronomers announced Wed¬ 
nesday that they discovered a 
rocky object coming apart in 
a death spiral around the star. 
They used NASA’s exoplanet¬ 
hunting Kepler spacecraft to 
make the discovery, then fol¬ 
lowed up with ground obser¬ 
vations. 

“This is something no human 
has seen before,” said Andrew 
Vanderburg of the Harvard- 
Smithsonian Center for Astro¬ 
physics, the lead author. 

“We’re watching a solar 


system get destroyed.” 

The data show the object in an 
orbit 520,000 miles (837,000 kilo¬ 
metres) from the white dwarf— 
the approximate distance from 
the Earth to the moon, and back. 

Scientists believe the original 
object may have been a planet 
whose orbit became unstable, 
and was kicked inward. 

The fictional Death Star of 
“Star Wars” fame was the Em¬ 
pire’s monstrously big space 
arsenal capable of destroying 
an entire planet. 

The findings are being pub¬ 
lished this week in the journal 
Nature, the associated press

Refiigees continue to 
pour into Slovenia

Nation lobbies 
EU leaders for

After too many days and nights 
stuck outside in the rain and 
cold, tempers are fraying among 
the tens of thousands of migrants 
trying to get through the Balkans 
to the heart of Europe. 

A fire at the main refugee 
camp on Slovenia’s border with 
Croatia destroyed a dozen army- 
issue tents Wednesday. 


While the government said it 
was still investigating the cause, 
police at the scene told The As¬ 
sociated Press that migrants had 
set a stack of UNHCR-supplied 
blankets deliberately on fire to 
protest conditions in the camp 
on the outskirts of Brezice. 

Many migrants from the 
Middle East, Asia and Africa 
expressed bewilderment and 
disappointment because they 
had been told as they began 
their journeys in Turkey that 
the hard part would end once 
they reached the EU. 

“We did not think Europe is 
like this: no respect for refugees, 
not treating us with dignity. Why

is Europe like this?” said Iraqi 
refugee Ari Omar in Slovenia. 

More than 21,500 people have 
crossed that frontier in the five 
days since Hungaiy — the pre¬ 
vious favoured EU entiy point 
for migrants crossing the Bal¬ 
kans — closed its borders with 


Croatia and forced the human 
tide further west into Slovenia. 

The Alpine country of barely 
two million says it can’t cope 
with the volume of human traf¬ 
fic and have been seeking help. 

Reflecting Slovenia’s lack of 
sufficient shelters, more than 
3,000 people who crossed the 
border Wednesday night were 
ordered to sit in cornfields, sur¬ 
rounded by police and soldiers, 
until buses could deliver them 
north to Austria. 

Slovenia president Borut Pa- 
hor has spent the past two days 
in Brussels lobbying EU leaders 
for financial and security aid.

La Sagrada Familia set to be tallest religious building in Europe 


Barcelona’s breathtaking La Sag¬ 
rada Familia Basilica, designed 
by visionary architect Antoni 
Gaudi, has begun its final phase 
of raising six immense towers 
that will make it Europe’s tall¬ 
est religious building. 

Presenting the project Thurs¬ 
day, chief architect Jordi Fauli 
said the central “Tower of Jesus 
Christ,” the tallest of the six, will 
make the architectural marvel 
one for the record books. 

“The central tower of 172.5 
metres (566 feet) will make it 
the tallest cathedral in Europe, 
because the tallest tower in Eur¬ 


ope is Ulm, at 162 metres (531.5 
feet),” Fauli said. 

The Sagrada Familia, an em¬ 
blematic fixture of the Barcelona 
skyline and major tourist site, 
had its first stone laid in 1882. 
It is 70-per cent complete. 

Fauli said the plan to have the 
towers and most of the church’s 
structure completed in 2026 for 
the 100th anniversary of Gaudi’s 
death is still on schedule. He said 
there will still be some elements 
left to finish, such as decorations. 

“It’s difficult to predict but we 
can say that it will be completed 
by 2030, 2032,” he said.

The architect commis¬ 
sioned to build the basil¬ 
ica died in 1926 after be¬ 
ing struck by a trolley. He 
never expected the cath¬ 
edral to be completed in 
his lifetime.

The monument received more 
than 3.2 million visits in 2014, 
making it one of the biggest tour¬ 
ist sites in Spain.

Career criminal arrested 
in killing of N.Y.C. officer 


CRIME 

Accused was 
wanted in 
shooting of 
gang member 

A career criminal accused of kill¬ 
ing a police officer had been re¬ 
leased from jail into a drug diver¬ 
sion program and was wanted 


in a shooting last month, said 
Police Commissioner William 
Bratton, noting that the suspect 
had shown an increasing level 
of violence and shouldn’t have 
been on the streets. 

Tyrone Howard is expected to 
be charged with fatally shooting 
New York Police Department 
Officer Randolph Holder during 
a gunfight Tuesday night on a 
pedestrian bridge after steal¬ 
ing a bike. 


He was arrested in October 
2014 along with 18 other people 
and charged with selling crack 
cocaine at an East Harlem pub¬ 
lic housing complex. But Brat¬ 
ton said Howard was released 
into a drug diversion program, 
which is meant to keep drug 
offenders from overcrowding 
the city’s jails. 

“If ever there was a candidate 
not to be diverted, it would be 
this guy,” Bratton said. “There 


are people in our society who 
are criminals, who are violent 
criminals ... who should be sep¬ 
arated from the rest of society.” 

But court officials said How¬ 
ard qualified for the program 
because he was charged with 
selling and possessing drugs 
and was addicted. “Actually, he’s 
the perfect candidate in many 
ways,” said state court system 
spokesman David Boolcstaver. 

Howard pleaded guilty to 


the drug charge this May and 
was ordered to attend monthly 
status meetings, but he stopped 
attending those Aug. 21. An ar¬ 
rest warrant was issued Sept. 17. 

Howard had also been wanted 
in connection with the Sept. 1 
shooting of a gang member, said 
James O’Neill, the NYPD’s chief 
of department. He skipped court 
appearances and police couldn’t 
track him down, O’Neill said.

Nigeria’s militaiy has been 
promising a final onslaught 
against the militants whose 
six-year uprising has killed 
20,000 people. 

On Tuesday, they called for 
insurgents to surrender. 

Boko Haram denies scores 
of extremists have turned 
themselves in. The group is 
suspected to have killed two 
soldiers in neighbouring Niger 
on Wednesday, said Hassam 
Ardo Ido, secretaiy-general of 
the government of Diffa. 

Jihadists went to the Diffa 
town barracks at 2 a.m. on 
Wednesday and detonated ex¬ 
plosives at the door, killing 
two soldiers, he said. Diffa is 
near the border with Nigeria.

BoC keeps rate low, 
sees slower growth 


The Bank of Canada lowered its 
economic growth forecasts for 
2016 and 2017 on Wednesday 
as it stood firm on its trend¬ 
setting interest rate. 

The central bank maintained 
its July estimate for 2015 eco¬ 
nomic growth but downgraded 
projections for the next two 
years, blaming the hits to busi¬ 
ness investment and resource 
exports from persistently low 
commodity prices. 

The bank maintained its July 
forecast that the economy will 
grow by 1.1 per cent in 2015. 

The report presented a re¬ 
vised growth projection for 
2016 of two per cent, down 
from 2.3 per cent, and a 2017 
forecast of 2.5 per cent, down 
from 2.6.

to keep its overnight rate at 
0.5 per cent, the bank noted 
that inflation and economic 
activity was largely unfold¬ 
ing as predicted, even as low 
oil prices continue to weigh 
on the economy. It said the 
country’s economy is boun¬ 
cing back from the technical 
recession that kicked off 2015. 

The central bank once again 
pointed to robust household 
spending as the key driver of 
Canada’s economic activity. 

The Bank of Canada has al¬ 
ready lowered the rate twice 
this year, in Januaiy and July, 
in an effort to stimulate the 
economy and offset some of 
the impact from a collapse in 
oil prices that began late last 
November.

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CHANTAL HEBERT: ON TRUDEAU'S CABINET 

© Over and above all other 
choices, the new prime 
minister's picks for the 
finance and environment 
portfolios are the ones that 
stand to define his rookie 
government. 



The cabinet Justin Trudeau un¬ 
veils on Nov. 4 will have to hit 
the ground running. 

From recasting Canada in 
the anti-ISIL international 
coalition, to deciding the fate 
of the just-negotiated Trans¬ 
pacific Partnership, to beating 
a ticking Supreme Court clock 
on medically assisted suicide, 
to rewriting the Conservative 
anti-terrorism legislation and 
setting up an inquiry into mis¬ 
sing and murdered aboriginal 
women, many of the items on 
the incoming government’s 
to-do list are time-sensitive. 

On Tuesday, Trudeau said 
he expected his future min¬ 
isters to be “actual deciders.” 
Time will tell how much real 
autonomy that job description 
will entail. What is certain is 
that the men and women who 
make up the first Liberal cab¬ 
inet in a decade will all have 
their work cut out for them 
clearing an overloaded policy 
agenda. 

Over and above all other 
cabinet choices, Trudeau’s 
picks for the finance and en¬ 
vironment portfolios are the 
ones that stand to define his 
rookie government. Here’s 
why. 

By definition, the finance 
minister comes second only to 
the prime minister in the cab¬ 
inet pecking order. There is no 
margin of error in selecting 
the right person for the job, 
for one cannot change finance 
ministers like one changes 
shirts. 

When Stephen Harper first 
came to power, Jim Flaherty 
had the inside track on the 
finance post, and picking Paul 
Martin was a no-brainer for 
Jean Chretien. 

In contrast with his 
predecessors, Trudeau has 
a variety of routes he could 
take. Some are more 
adventurous than others. 


The Liberal leader wants to 
appoint an equal number of 
men and women to his cab¬ 
inet. In the past, the promise 
to make more room at the top 
for women has mostly trans¬ 
lated into filling the bottom 
tier of the cabinet with female 
ministers while leaving the 
front-line portfolios in male 
hands. 

Canada has never had a 
female finance minister. To 
show he means business on 
gender parity, Trudeau could 
pick an economics-sawy for¬ 
mer journalist such as Uni- 
versity-Rosedale MP Chrystia 
Freeland. 

Quebec was a bit player in 
Harper’s three governments. 
Appointing one of his fellow 
Quebecers to finance would 
reinforce the message that 
the province is back at the 
big table. Economist Jean-Yves 


Duclos — who managed to 
get elected in the Quebec City 
Conservative heartland on 
Monday — has strong creden¬ 
tials for the post. 

Toronto-Centre MP Bill 
Momeau is both an experi¬ 
enced Bay Street figure and 
a fresh face on Parliament 
Hill. His appointment would 
reassure corporate Canada 
that there will continue to be 
open channels between it and 
the new government without 
diluting Trudeau’s change 
message. 

A trio of veteran parliamen¬ 
tarians with hands-on experi¬ 
ence in government in the 
shape of Ralph Goodale, John 
McCallum and Scott Brison 
round out the “safe” section 
of the fist. 

There is no such compe¬ 
tition for the environment 
portfolio. If Trudeau is serious

about dusting off the climate- 
change file, he will reappoint 
Stephane Dion to his previous 
ministerial brief. 

Little would send the 
international community the 
message that Canada is back 
in the climate-change battle 
more loudly than the return 
of the last federal minister 
to have played a constructive 
role on the issue on the world 
stage. 

In contrast with finance, 
the place of the environment¬ 
al file on a government’s radar 
is proportional to the influ¬ 
ence of its ministerial keeper. 
A former party leader, Dion 
has the gravitas to ensure 
the environment brief is not 
(again) shoved off the table. 

The pipeline debate is 
where Quebec’s sovereigntist 
leadership has determined to 
draw its latest fine in the sand. 
Dion fought and won a war 
of words on the rules of a fu¬ 
ture referendum against more 
articulate sovereigntist cham¬ 
pions than the current ones. 

Trudeau has long argued 
that a lack of social licence ac¬ 
counted for the Conservative 
failure to get a single pipeline 
project off the drawing board. 
A strong pro-environment 
voice in the top tier of the 
cabinet is a precondition to 
restoring public confidence in 
the pipeline approval process. 

It won’t be hard for Tru¬ 
deau to find a more inspir¬ 
ing finance minister than Joe 
Oliver turned out to be in 
the dying years of the Harper 
reign. 

But on his choice of an en¬ 
vironment minister, the Liber¬ 
al prime-minister-elect will be 
held to a higher standard.

A poet laureate is 
timeless and necessary 
in the digital age 



When Anne Michaels is 
speaking carefully, the poet 
and author of the novel 
Fugitive Pieces puts her right 
hand to her forehead and 
gazes down. 

When the words flow more 
quickly, she's likely looking at 
you with spirited eyes, maybe 
pushing a great wave of hair 
back off her face, as if to 
press her thoughts forward. 

In 2015, in Toronto, a city of 
millions, the writer has a new 
title and a pressing question: 
what difference can one poet 
laureate make? 

"I see it as a mandate to do 
something of value — small 
value, quiet value — but 
something of value," she 
says. And then she admits to 
hashing ambitious plans for 
her three-year tenure, city¬ 
wide events still too fledgling 
to name. 

I'll be honest: when I 
heard Michaels had been 
selected, it made me care, 
for the first time, that poet 
laureates still exist. And even 
now that someone I admire 
holds the title in Toronto, it 
seems an incongruous role 
in the digital age. What does 
an old-fashioned figurehead 
role have to do with our lives 
— lived half digitally, outside 
the reach of geography 
altogether? 

The poet laureate is a 
champion of all literature, 
Michaels tells me, and "lan¬ 
guage is how we speak out. 
It's our great hope, I think, so 
you can scold and excoriate 
and celebrate." 
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Poetry can seem destined 
for few and elevated shelves, 
the purview of devotees and 
no one else. But that is not 
how Michaels sees it. 

It is "combustible" lan¬ 
guage, naturally anarchic 
and not necessarily bound 
in a book. It's a shot, a slash 
of graffiti on a building, anti¬ 
status quo, under the radar, 
a voice out loud alone in a 
room. 

Her own writing often 
focuses on the dark, hard 
experiences of life. She says 
it's important "to go to those 
places that are incredibly 
difficult to look at, and then 
to see whether one can come 
out the other side, what can 
be made of that." 

It is solitary work. But the 
role of a poet laureate is not. 
With collaborators at the 
City of Toronto, she intends 
to seek out all the layers of 
people here, their voices and 
languages. 

"I mean, we're surrounded 
by languages, and every lan¬ 
guage here has a literature, 
so why aren't we bringing 
that forward somehow?" she 
asks. 

There is a certain sense of 
helplessness in our society, 
she says, and rage among 
people who feel disenfran¬ 
chised. Perhaps a poet 
laureate can offer, through 
language, power. 

At a time when the prob¬ 
lems are so big, that seems 
not only timeless, but neces¬ 
sary. In that sense, there's 
nothing symbolic about it.

Tuesday afternoon in New York, 
Tavi Gevinson was pacing out¬ 
side her doctor’s office near 
Broadway and 21st. Gevinson, 
19, is in her first year at NYU 
and has kicked off the term with 
a fall book tour for her fourth 
and final instalment of Rookie 
Yearbook, a compendium of 
articles published on her Rookie 
Mag site. 

On this bright October day, 
she’s wearing “a big red sweat¬ 
shirt” that reads ‘Tuesday,’ she 
says, speaking on her cellphone. 
“Red,” she wrote in Sheila Heti’s 
Women in Clothes, “translates 
femininity to power.” 

She paired the sweatshirt with 
black pants (“pants are kind of 
new to me,” the former style 
blogger says) and black ankle 
boots — black, “ the uniform of 
New Yorkers.” 

Gevinson landed in New York 
over a year ago, ahead of star¬ 
ring in Steppenwolf’s Broadway 
revival of This Is Our Youth, for 
which she received rave reviews. 
The New York Times says Gevin¬ 
son “nails exactly the aggressive 


defensiveness of a girl who sees 
boys as both the enemy and sal¬ 
vation.” 

With a full day ahead, Ge¬ 
vinson is pacing, waiting and 
carrying a blue — “It is the sky, 
the water, and Joni Mitchell” 
— leather school bag. Speak¬ 
ing to Metro, Gevinson refer¬ 
ences lyrics from Mitchell’s 1976 
song Amelia: People will tell you 
where they’ve gone / They’ll tell 
you where to go / But till you get 
there yourself you never really 
know. 

She is talking about what she’s 
learned over the years from the 
contributors to her site, which 
publishes personal essays, infor¬ 
mational and tongue-in-cheek 
how-tos, photography, art and 
celebrity interviews. 

“The best feeling for me is 
when I can experience Rookie 
as a reader,” says Gevinson. “I 
think that it really is affirming 
to just watch other people try 
and understand their own ex¬ 
periences and being as candid, 
earnest or ugly as they need to 
be in order to get to the truth 
of the matter.” 

Gevinson founded Rookie Mag 
when she was only 15 years old 
and feeling that we needed more 
complex depictions of women 
in media. An online haven for 
young women to learn, share 
and grow, it is the spiritual suc¬ 
cessor to ’90s alternative teen 
magazine Sassy. 

“I basically just tricked a 
bunch of people into giving 


me advice, and then 
published it for other 
people to see, too,” 
says Gevinson. But 
for all its insight, the 
site has never been 
prescriptive. “Rook¬ 
ie is not your guide 
to Being a Teen. It is 
not a pamphlet on 
How to Be a Young 
Woman,” wrote Ge¬ 
vinson in her first editorial letter. 

Rookie is an advising big sis¬ 
ter, a friend who always listens, 
someone to laugh and ciy with. 
“For me, it’s always been with 
Rookie trying to walk a line be¬ 
tween not wanting to romanti¬ 
cize the pain and the angst and 
sometimes actual depression of 
being a teenager but also need¬ 
ing to find the upside of it,” says 
Gevinson, which she admits is 
difficult. “There’s nothing more 
annoying than saying ‘Look on 
the bright side’ or ‘It gets better’ 
to someone who’s still in it.” 

Gevinson, who graduated high 
school before starting on Year¬ 
book Four, is still in it. “I was try¬ 
ing to embrace the unknown,” 
says Gevinson. “I’m a year ahead 
of Rookie. I was tiying to enjoy 
that uncertainty and that void.” 

In her editor’s letter she con¬ 
soles readers that it does, in fact, 
get better, although some things 
do get worse. 

“I do feel that (Yearbook’s 
senior issue) is a lot more opti¬ 
mistic about growing up,” adds 
Gevinson.

Writer says style 
not given the 
rigorous look 
that it deserves

Most of us have dealt with the 
pain of squeezing into a pair of 
too-tight jeans or nursed blisters 
from ill-fitting shoes. But im¬ 
agine putting on a dress or hat, 
knowing veiy well it’s coated 
in poison. 

That’s the reality that Alison 
Matthews David brings to light 
in her new illustrated book, 
Fashion Victims: The Dangers 
of Past and Present, a fascinating 
but gruesome look at how some 
of the most beautiful and stylish 
garments produced throughout 
Western histoiy have also been 
the most lethal. 

An associate professor at 
Ryerson University’s school of 
fashion, Matthews David played 
detective, scientist and cultural 
anthropologist for 10 years, dig¬ 



ging through international mu¬ 
seum collections to uncover the 
dangerous side of clothing (an 
accompanying exhibition is on 
display at Toronto’s Bata Shoe 
Museum until June 2016). 

“People don’t take fashion 
seriously in some ways,” says 
Matthews David, who is cur¬ 
rently researching a follow-up 
title on the connections between 
clothing, crime and forensics. 

Published by Bloomsbury, 
Fashion Victims travels through 
the 19th and early 20th centur¬ 
ies, tracking the deadly mercuiy 
toxins found in men’s fur felt 
hats (hence the Mad Hatter dis¬ 
ease); strangulating scarves and 
fire-attracting crinolines; arsenic- 
laced emerald ball gowns and 
floral headpieces that caused 
horrific illnesses and wounds, 
and a coal-tar solution that dyed 
fabrics a gorgeous mauve, but 
left its makers and wearers ex¬ 
posed to a poisonous chemical 
soup. 


“Fashion is not just about a 
vision, it’s about our bodies,” 
Matthews David says. “There 
was such a celebration over this 
amazing new dye, but it was also 
a giant chemistry experiment on 
the public. At the same time, you 
can’t deny it’s a beautiful colour.” 

What is striking about the era 
is that often there was a broad 
awareness of these dangers and 
yet people continued to wear the 
offending materials in the name 
of fashion. But Matthews David 
cautions against holding judg¬ 
ment, comparing the situation 
to modern-day lipstick, which is 
often riddled with lead. 

“The social investment in 
wearing these things and in our 
appearance is so strong,” she 
says. “I wear lipstick. I dye my 
hair as well, so it’s not really fair 
to point fingers. But it made me 
think about my own decisions 
in terms of being a consumer of 
fashion and cosmetics.” 

When Matthews David vis¬ 


ited the Victoria & Albert Mu¬ 
seum in London to examine its 
collection, she discovered that 
the men’s headwear was still so 
toxic, it was wrapped in Mylar 
bags and identified with a slcull 
and crossbones. 

“It made me think of the bod¬ 
ies of the historical fashion vic¬ 
tims,” she says. “As a researcher, 
I have this privileged, gloved, 
hands-on access to these objects, 
so I really got close and personal. 
It brought it home — I can safely 
look at them, but what about 
the people who made them?” 

This is where Matthews David 
gets political. Have the horrif¬ 
ic conditions and exposure to 
chemicals faced by garment 
workers in the 19th century 
improved much in today’s global 
“fast fashion” market? Do we, 
as consumers, care? 

“We’re not as much in con¬ 
tact with the horrors of how 
things are made in unsanitaiy 
or dangerous conditions,” says 
Matthews David. “But I hope 
that people will think a little 
more about what’s in their own 
wardrobes after this.”

One Great Keeper In the Hands of Another

— "or Big E, as they call him" 

— a good-looking young 
man from London, Ont., who 
started skating at age two. 


Ian Jenkins was a phenom¬ 
enal fifteen-year-old midget 
goaltender. The Scouting 
News called him “the most 
effective 1995 goalie ... in 
the system.” 

When he started in the 
net, his dad, Joel, would 
sometimes throw a puck bag 
over Ian’s head, and like a 
scene from Star Wars, teach 
him to know and feel the 
crease without looking at it. 
Later, Ian trained with for¬ 
mer pro Stan Matwijiw, who 
taught “Have a Purpose” 
(HAP) on the ice and in life. 
Ian really bought into that 
and wrote HAP on the inside 
wrist of his glove. 

When the London Knights 
tapped him, Ian was on the 
ice. Joel was monitoring the 
OHL draft on his phone from 
the stands and he put both 
his thumbs in the air. Ian 
circled his net and pumped 
his fist in pure joy. Joel 
watched with an apple in his 
throat. All their dreams were 
coming true. 

On May 19, 2011, the day 
before Ian was to leave, he

was hanging with his bud¬ 
dies to say goodbye. He left 
Joel a message: “Hey, Dad, 

I’ll wait for you at the corner 
around four o’clock. Love 
you.” 

Joel was minutes from 
the corner when a fire truck 
whizzed by with an ambu¬ 
lance in its draft. Suddenly, 
his phone was ringing. Glor¬ 
ia, Ian’s mom, was breathing 
hard into the receiver. Ian 
had fallen from the back of 
a pickup and whacked his 
head on the trailer hitch. 

Joel raced to the site and 
slammed the car into park 
so hard it almost rocked off 
its wheels. Ian was lying in 
the road, foaming at the 
mouth, and his limbs were 


contorting. Joel knelt next 
to him, talking softly. He 
searched his son’s eyes, but 
he couldn’t find him. 

Just before midnight, a 
surgeon sat with the family 
and told them there was no 
hope. Joel remembered Ian 
saying he felt bad for all the 
kids who didn’t have what 
he had, so the family made 
a decision. Twenty-four-year- 
old Kevin Folster needed a 
kidney. Ian’s kidney would 
save his life. 

One of the first things Joel 
did after Ian’s funeral was 
reach out to Ian’s buddy, the 
sixteen-year-old kid who’d 
been behind the wheel of 
the truck. Joel told him, “Ac¬ 
cidents happen. You’ve got 
to be strong.” But nothing’s 
made life easier for Joel — 
he will always be missing a 
piece of his own HAP, and 
he’s got a hole in his heart 
that will never heal. How 
can it?

Coming-of-age 
novel finds son 
at odds with 
his birthright

Like her debut bestseller, Se¬ 
cret Daughter, Shilpi Somaya 
Gowda’s new novel, The Golden 
Son, is a family-based saga that 
straddles two cultures across 
two continents. 

The stoiy of The Golden Son 
(Harper Collins, $22.99) follows 
Anil, the doted-on eldest son of 
a large family in rural India, as 
he leaves home for America. 
His closest friend is the free- 
spirited Leena who bests him 
at childhood games in their 
village where Anil’s father is 
clan leader and arbiter of its 
disputes. Settling disagreements 
is a role Anil is to inherit and 
one he struggles to accept as 
he moves half a world away to 
begin a medical residency at a 
large Dallas hospital. 

Gowda dropped by Metro’s 
Toronto office to talk about how 
her sophomore novel was in¬ 
spired by growing up as a child 
who witnessed within her own 
family the practice of informally 
settling disputes. 

“In India there is a long trad¬ 
ition of an Assembly of Five Re¬ 
spected Elders who would ad¬ 
judicate issues that came before 
them. That custom endured in 
different ways. Usually an elder 
male in the family would be 
the informal arbiter and people 
would bring them problems 
or issues that they had with 
property disputes or within a 
marriage or between siblings 
who were trying to divide up an 
inheritance. And I just found it 
fascinating,” says Gowda. “As a 
child I was usually shooed out 




of the room or the house and 
told to go ride my bike but I’d 
listen at the door.” 

“That experience has always 
stayed with me. As I grew up 
and became an adult and started 
navigating issues in my own life 
I realized, much to my surprise, 
grownups don’t always have the 
answers. I was really fascinated 
by that concept and I wanted to 
build a story around it.” 

The tradition of informal 
arbitration threads through 
the novel with unexpected re¬ 
percussions. 

“There is a danger to this type 
of setup, when it becomes too 
paternalistic, too much power 
concentrated in one person or 
in one family’s hands,” says the 
Toronto-born author. 

“I thought it was important 
for Anil to change the way he 
viewed his father over time, 
from a hero worship at the be¬ 
ginning, a veiy simplistic view, 
which a lot of us have of our 
parents, to a more complex 
adult view that enables him to 
be better at the role that his 
father wanted him to play; that 
there is no black and white 
and eveiybody’s flawed.” 

When asked what she 
hoped readers will take 
away from The Golden Son, 
Gowda says: “People 
surround themselves 


— and we can do this 
now with social media 
and 24-hour news networks — 
with people who have the same 
opinions as them. We don’t 
have the same kind of vigor¬ 
ous open debate that we used 
to have. I hope people will say, 
‘hey, what did you think about 
that case,’ and ‘let’s try and see 
each other’s point of view and 
understand how we make deci¬ 
sions differently.’”

Emma Donoghue 
had an active

Writer Emma Donoghue was 
heavily involved in the making 
of her wildly popular book Room 
into what is promising to become 
an equally popular movie — it 
won the People’s Choice Award 
at the Toronto International Film 
Festival in September. Donoghue, 
who lives in London, Ont., spoke 
about adapting a book to a movie. 

Not all books are made into 
movies, nor should they be. 

And, in fact, whenever your 
book is optioned you have to 
say to yourself “this will not 
turn into an actual film.” So 
you can imagine how thrilled I 
am that we’ve actually reached 
this point and that it’s a film 
I’m so proud of. From my 
point of view I’m just entirely 
thrilled with this film so it’s a 
veiy, veiy rare and sweet ex¬ 
perience for a novelist. 

The film was a collaborative 
effort between you and direc¬ 
tor Lenny Abrahamson. How 
did that work for you? 

I had drafted a screenplay 
before anyone came on the 
scene. I had done that before 
the novel was published, ac¬ 
tually, because I had a strong 
feeling that Room would work 
well on screen and I thought 
I should try my hand at a 
screenplay before anybody 


was advising me or asking me 
about it. So I came to Lenny 
with a draft which he liked 
and then he put me through 
several more drafts. I was get¬ 
ting feedback not just from 
him but from the producers 
and various funders. 

In the book there’s a lot of 
internal dialogue — a lot of 
thinking. Was that a chal¬ 
lenge to translate to screen? 

I remember thinking we really 
need a cinematic equivalent 
for the child’s point of view 
in the book rather than try¬ 
ing to put in huge wedges of 
voice-over. We actually use 
voice-over in the end but veiy 
sparingly to kind of mark little 
breaks between sections. The 
obvious way to do this would 
have been with an almost 
continuous voice-over and I 
didn’t want that. Because in a 
way the camera can show you 
what the boy sees. 

Did you have to make any 
compromises you’d rather 
not have made? 

Going into this I already knew 
that sticking literally and 
closely to the book is not the 
way to translate the magic; 
there’s a lot to be said for cre¬ 
ating a film on its own terms. 
I’m a highly enthusiastic 
cinema-goer and I don’t think 
any writer should go into the 
business of adapting her own 
work unless she genuinely 
finds film just as interesting 
and worthwhile as books. You 
shouldn’t go in with any kind 
of snobbeiy around it.

INTERIOR DESIGN 

Nature-Inspired 
hues, industrial 
vintage look 
come to the fore 

If you’re looking to update your 
home decor this fall, you’ll find 
new furniture profiles, accents 
and textures galore, in every¬ 
thing from rugs to wall cover¬ 
ings to ceramics and bedding. 

The trend toward mixing 
things up continues, from rus¬ 
tic to contemporary with a dash 
of traditional. 

“What’s interesting is the 
warm breath of traditional style 
that infuses the season’s midcen- 
tuiy influence: Furniture, textiles 
and accessories, no matter how 
sleek-lined, are warm, inviting 
and touchable,” says New York 
designer Elaine Griffin. 

Also coming on is the hand¬ 
made or “collected” vibe. 

“Our desire for authenticity, 
as well as for finely crafted and 
small production design, is res¬ 
onating,” says Jackie Jordan, col¬ 
our marketing director for the 
paint manufacturer Sherwin- 
Williams. “We want to know 
whose hands actually created 
the object we’re purchasing, 
and how and where the materi¬ 
als were sourced.” 

Griffin concurs: “This season, 
the handmade look reigns su¬ 
preme, with highly textured 
fabric weaves, wallpapers (faux 
bois, faux hand-painted murals, 
and multicoloured and metallic¬ 
layered geometric prints) and 
appliqued effects on upholstery.” 

Expect more tabletop accent 
pieces and furniture labelled 
with place of origin and/or mak¬ 
er’s information, whether they 
were crafted in Indiana or India. 

One new kid in town is Scan¬ 
dinavian style. Simple, clean 
lines, gentle colours and charm¬ 
ing motifs make for a look that’s 
contemporary and accessible. 

And the dark horse? With 
the popularity of midcentury 
modern, some designers are 
ready to move for¬ 
ward to a 1980s 
redux. Decorators 
have welcomed 
’60s- and ’70s-era 
macrame, flame 
stitch, classic furni¬ 
ture and retro fab¬ 
ric prints. Will they 
also embrace Mem¬ 
phis style — the’80s 
design movement 
characterized by dis¬ 
parate geometric shapes 


and contrasting colours? Griffin 
thinks there’ll be more to this 
trend come spring. 

Colour 

Jordan sees a shift “to soft 
monochromatic palettes,” cit¬ 
ing creamy whites and mineral 
tones—grey, khaki, earth tones, 
and nature-inspired hues like 
spruce, smoke, pond and shell 
pink. 

“The serenity of these col¬ 
ours provides a sense of calm 
to balance our hectic lifestyles, 
and celebrates natural materi¬ 
als (and) honed, soft and sheer 
finishes,” she says. 

Stronger hues are in play, too. 
Griffin sees last spring’s pale 
pastels evolving into deeper, 
Southwestern hues like terra¬ 
cotta, pale pumpkin, deep sal¬ 
mon, dusty rose citron, and 
smoky French and teal blues. 

Look too for boozy, midcen- 
tuiy modem hues: brandy, bur¬ 
gundy, whiskey and merlot, as 


well as navy and olive. 

Materials 

Again, it’s all about the mix. “For 
both furniture and accessories, 
when it comes to finishes this 
fall, one is a lonely number,” 
Griffin says. “The freshest looks 
combine at least two colours and 
materials, like black lacquer with 
metallic accents (especially brass 
and copper); white enamel with 
gleaming metallic, acrylic pieces 
in harvest hues; and industrial 
iron paired with chrome.” 

Patinated and polished brass, 
marble, copper, steel and mir¬ 
ror clad everything from accent 
pieces to furniture. See West 
Elm, Wisteria and CB2 for ex¬ 
amples. 

While silver and chrome are 
big players, Michael Murphy, 
design and trends producer for 
Lamps Plus, says brass and gold 
will be especially strong, espe¬ 
cially in softer, burnished tones. 

“These metals can be easily

introduced in the home with a 
table lamp, chandelier or distinct 
accessory like a large vase or 
unique table sculpture,” he says. 

Interesting woods continue 
to make inroads in furniture, 
flooring and doors. Watch for 
acacia, walnut, birch, maple 
and beech, and finishes ranging 
from weatherworn to highly 
lacquered. 

Pottery Barn’s new Bowry 
collection of tables and storage 
units uses reclaimed acacia, 
teak and mango hardwoods. 
The Warren pulley lamp’s rustic- 
finished iron and functioning 
pulleys make for a steampunlc- 
style fixture. 

Konekt designer Helena Sul¬ 
tan’s Pause chaise lounge perch¬ 
es a comfy upholstered seat on 
brass or chrome legs, in several 
finishes. 

And saddle and butter-soft 
leathers are strong players in 
ottomans, director’s and club 
chairs, and benches. 

The flip side is the prolifera¬ 
tion of translucents like acrylic 
and glass, often combined with 
other materials. 

“These materials are being 
combined with unique fabrics 
like fur to create a clearly con¬ 
temporary trend,” says Murphy. 
“We see this where the tops of 
settees, benches and stools are 
covered with a luxe fur and fab¬ 
rics, and the legs are made from 
clear materials.” 

Jonathan Adler has a Lucite 


etagere with polished brass join- 
eiy, and a burled wood desk on 
Lucite legs. Gus Modem’s aciylic 
end table is etched with a white 
grain pattern to look like a piece 
of timber. 

Pattern and texture 

Channel quilting, in which 
stitching mns in one continuous 
line, is another trend to watch 
for. The straight lines, even spa¬ 
cing, design detail and comfort 
all add to its appeal. “This is part 
of the continued resurgence of 
Art Deco, which is synonymous 
with fluid lines, bold shapes, lav¬ 
ish ornamentation and metallic 
finishes,” says Murphy. 

Look for rattan and other 
woven fibres in items beyond 
basketry, like wall art, bowls 
and ottomans. 

Shags, nubby wools, South¬ 
west-patterned flat weaves and 
Impressionist-patterned Indian 
silks will be on the floor of mg 
departments this fall. West Elm 
has some graphic kilim rugs 
and pillows. 

Geometries and facets cover 
textiles, vases and mirror frames. 
Some have an organic quality— 
think beehives or reptile skin. 
But rendered in iron or wood, 
they can have an industrial vibe. 

In wallpaper, look to Tern- 
paper, Wolfum and Timorous 
Beasties for intriguing patterns 
ranging from ’80s Southwest to

NU-METALS 

Jordan says the handmade 
look extends to metals: 
"We're seeing materials 
hand-carved, forged and 
assembled. Imperfections 
and flaws in materials like 
iron, wood, concrete and 
hand-woven wool only 
add to the character of the 
piece." 

One interesting place to 
see this trend is the bath¬ 
room: vintage-style, weath¬ 
ered-bronze and cast-iron 
fixtures.

SCARY DAY 

Halloween 
continues to 
evolve from 
the its origins

Halloween is a time of ghost 
stories and dressing up. With so 
many macabre myths, monsters, 
and mysteiy, it can be tough to 
sort the truth from fiction when 
it comes to the histoiy of Hal¬ 
loween. That is unless you go to 
the man who literally wrote the 
book on the subject. 

“Halloween as a Canadian- 
Celtic festival began in the mid- 
19th centuiy—an autumnal fes¬ 
tival with feasts, pranks, music, 
and masking [festive costumes],” 
explained Nick Rogers, profes¬ 
sor of histoiy at York University 
and author of Halloween, From 
Pagan Ritual to Party Night, pub¬ 
lished in 2002. “Trick or treating, 
the kiddies’ version, began in 


the 1950s.” 

People may be interested to 
note that Halloween originally 
had a much more practical ap¬ 
plication. 

“The holiday originally com¬ 
memorated the recently depart¬ 
ed and, consequently, encour¬ 
aged new marriages,” Rogers 
added. “So Halloween at the time 
of Robbie Bums was something 
of a dating ritual in which there 
were games or divinations about 
whom you might many. This 
aspect disappeared in the late 
19th centuiy when the demo¬ 
graphic prospects of populations 
were brighter.” 

Halloween continues to 
evolve, especially as our expos¬ 
ure to the world increases and 
the influx of different cultures 
adds to Canada’s cultural mosaic. 
As part of this cultural influx, 
Halloween continues to grow, 
evolve, and gain new partici¬ 
pants. 

“The most obvious is the amal¬ 
gam of Day of the Dead with Hal¬ 
loween, cognate festivals from 
the medieval age,” he said. “It 
happens more in the southwest 


of the Unites States where the 
Latino population is denser. 

“By and large, people of dif¬ 
ferent cultural backgrounds go 
along with Halloween because 
it is promoted in schools and 
in supermarkets. And, because 
there are few mles about how it 
should be observed, strict Chris¬ 
tians or Jewish people might be 
offended by it.” 

The commercialization of 
Halloween has had a negative 
impact on those who initially 
embraced the holiday. 

“Before Pride Day and visible 
gay communities, Halloween 
opened up a space for gays, and 
in the late 1960s for feminists 
disturbed by the negative rep¬ 


resentation of witches and gen¬ 
eral male chauvinism,” Rogers 
explained. “That’s gone. The only 
group that has a special time for 
Halloween is Wiccans or new 
pagans, who celebrate the ultra- 
Celtic version of Halloween as 
Samhain [summer’s end.] 

“Halloween is now relentless¬ 
ly and rather mindlessly com¬ 
mercial, neighbourhood tricks 
or treats [always treats], raves 
or fancy dress balls for young 
people, the usual routine of hor¬ 
ror movies. The commercializa¬ 
tion is evident from the way the 
holiday is ‘stretched’ to accom¬ 
modate weekends.”

Since the silver screen first 
brought horror to the masses, 
scaiy movies have become 
central to the Halloween 
experience. Now there are 
enough out there to scare 
the *%$# out of you nonstop 
from now until the end of the 
month. 

The fall season and Hallow¬ 
een films are a natural pair¬ 
ing, says Darren Gay, owner of 
Black Dog Video, a specialty 
video rental store in Vancou¬ 
ver that specializes in horror 
films. As the fall darkness clos¬ 
es in, Gay recommends a few 
essential flicks to put you in a 
Halloween state of mind. 

The classics 

Older horror films like The In¬ 
nocents (1961) and The Haunt¬ 
ing (1963), which Gay calls 
“the best haunted house film,” 
don’t rely on jump scares. 

“Many people don’t want 
gore or slasher films,” he ex¬ 
plains. “When you leave it to 
your imagination, you make 
it a lot more scaiy, that’s for 
sure.” 

Gore to the max 

At the other end of the spec¬ 


trum, Gay appreciates the art- 
istiy of a well executed goiy 
horror. 

“There are some pretty 
spectacular ones out there,” 
he says. Inside (2007) takes 
place in one house and fo¬ 
cuses around a deranged 
woman trying to steal another 
woman’s baby. “It’s totally 
insane and intense and gory 
and great.” 

Frontier(s) (2007) centres 
around a gang of robbers on 
the lam that run into a bunch 
of cannibal Nazi hillbillies. 
“And it doesn’t go well for 
them,” says Gay. 

Horror comedy 

Before Peter Jackson made 
The Lord of the Rings trilogy, 
he made a movie called Brain- 
dead. 

“It’s veiy funny and extremely 
goiy.” The film was banned 
for awhile, but Black Dog has 
the full, uncut version. 

Return of the Living Dead 
(1985) was written by the 
writer of critically acclaimed 
Alien, and follows its lead 
characters as they accidentally 
unleash zombies on the world.

Taking the risk out of the Cloud

Tips to protect 
your business 
from data 
breaches

Canadian businesses are in the 
cloud. 

And why wouldn’t they be? 
Cloud services provide off-site 
protection from local hazards, 
such as fire, flood, viruses and 
other malicious software, theft, 
or a damaging power surge, to 
name a few threats. 

Staff members can access files 
anywhere, anytime, on virtually 
any device. Cloud services often 
support real-time collaboration 
with colleagues, plus it’s an easy 
way to share large files without 
clogging up someone’s inbox. 

But cloud services aren’t 100 
per cent risk-free. While rare, 
data breaches do happen. 

Here’s how to help mitigate 
risk: 

Stronger passwords 

While it sounds like a no brainer, 


the first step is to create a strong 
password no one could possibly 
guess. 

A good password is at least 
seven characters long and has a 
combination of letters, numbers, 
symbols and mixes upper and 
lower cases. Example: !Rw47#p 

Because it can be a pain to 
remember, some security ex¬ 
perts say you can also create a 


long word string instead, such as 
“slidingdowntheblueslideslowly!” 
as an example. 

Or you can opt for an app or 
program that randomly gener¬ 
ates tough passwords you can 
copy and paste into your cloud 
provider or automatically logs 
you in. 

On a related note, be sure to 
have a password or PIN on all 


your devices, as well — be it a 
smartphone, tablet or laptop — 
just in case you lose it or if it’s 
stolen. This provides a second 
layer of defense. Some devices 
allow for biometrics security, 
too, such as fingerprint or facial 
recognition. 

Two-step verification 

Many cloud providers offer a 


smart security feature called 
“two-step verification” or “two- 
step authentication.” 

Optional, but recommended, 
this adds an extra layer of protec¬ 
tion to your cloud account as it 
not only requires your password 
to log in, but also a randomly- 
generated, onetime security code 
sent to your mobile phone (via 
text message or displayed in an 


app). 

Type in the code once and 
your password will give you ac¬ 
cess to your files. 

It won’t likely be on default, 
so you’ll need to enter the Set¬ 
tings/Options menu to enable it. 

Public access tips 

One of the advantages of the 
cloud is being able to log on from 
anywhere to access your data 
— but be veiy cautious when 
using a public PC, such as in an 
airport lounge, libraiy, cybercafe, 
and so on. 

For one, there could be “key¬ 
logging” software installed that 
secretly records eveiything typed 
onto the keyboard — including 
your login ID and password — 
and sends the information to a 
tech-sawy thief. Tip: if you must 
log into your cloud account, pull 
up the “soft” (virtual) keyboard 
instead. 

Also, remember not to click 
“Remember my password,” if the 
browser gives you the option and 
be sure to log out afterwards. 

Better yet, resist logging in 
from a public PC or while in a 
free Wi-Fi hotspot as it could 
be a fake. Use your cellular con¬ 
nection on your own device as 
a Personal Hotspot, if you can.

Marco Estrada can count on strik¬ 
ing it rich as a free agent in the 
off-season. Wherever he ends 
up, the Blue Jays will still owe 
him big-time. 

For the second time in the 
post-season, the 32-year-old right¬ 
hander kept Toronto alive—this 
time with a gem of a pitching 
performance in a 7-1 win over 
Kansas City that forced a sixth 
game in their American League 
Championship Series. 

Estrada was near flawless in 
limiting the Royals to one hit 
over seven innings and three 
over 7-2/3 innings. 

“Eveiything he threw up there 
was right where he wanted it,” 
said Toronto manager John Gib¬ 
bons.

He’s sticking that fastball, nice 
little curveball, and his over¬ 
powering changeup. He shut 
down a good-hitting, hot team.” 

Estrada retired the first nine 
Kansas City batters he faced. A 
single in the fourth — promptly 
erased by a double play — and 
a two-out walk in the seventh 
were the only blemishes on his 
pitching line in the first seven 
innings as he retired 21 of 22. 

He exited in the eighth to a 
standing ovation after giving up 
a two-out solo homer to Salva¬ 
dor Perez followed by a single 
to Alex Gordon. 

“Today he was absolutely
